THE OPENING GUN. 


Senator McCormick’s recent letter to 
Senator Lodge, serving notice on the latter 
that the time-honored senate seniority rule 
must be abolished, looks very like the first 
gun in the post-election effort of the repub­ 
lican progressives to take charge of the 
party. The seniority rule, under which the 
chairmanship of a committee 
goes 
auto­ 
matically to the member with the longest 
continuous service thereon, is one of the 
precious possessions of the Old Guard ele­ 
ment in the senate. 
It is one of the things 
that senate conservation swears by and no 
effort to tamper with it has 
ever made 
much headway. There is little doubt, how- 
ever, that the venerable seniority rule is 
now confronted by a really formidable of­ 
fensive. 
The progressives do well in making their 
start on this issue. 
The country, also, is 
outdone with the seniority rule and there 
has long been a pretty considerable public 
demand for its abolition. 
A large body of 
opinion will support the crusade of the “ir­ 
regular” senators against it, and the cru- 
* aade comes at a time when many of the 
“regular” senators who survived Novem­ 
ber’s landslide are badly shaken in prestige 
and much weakened in influence. 
This is 
particularly true 
of 
Senator 
Lodge, to 
whom Mr. McCormick addressed his letter, 
because he is the titular republican leader. 
Lodge ran nearly 50,000 votes behind his 
party in the Massachusetts election, and 
the Springfield Republican 
sums up 
his 
present status w hen it says that he has been 
Amorally speaking, at least, knocked flat.” 
No matter how' inconvenient it may be to 
let the seniority rule go into the discard at 
this* time, its advocates in the senate cannot 
oppose the crusade against it without lay­ 
ing themselves open to the charge that they 
are still following the same stand-pat reac­ 
tionary philosophy which was so severely 
rebuked in the recent elections. 
They had 
better bow as gracefully as they can to the 
inevitabcl and let 
the 
progressives win 
without serious opposition this first objec­ 
tive of their campaign. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE BLOC.

An administration that 
has been rebuked, as the present adminis­ 
tration was, will naturally pronounce it a 
whim, but that does not make it such. 
As 
to the 
president’s second 
objection, 
in 
which he cites the far-seeing sagacity of the 
founding lathers, Mr. Harding simply has 
his history scrambled. 
The constitutional 
interval between the election and conven­ 
ing of congress was dictated largely by the 
physical conditions and limitations of the 
times. In that horseback, stage-coach day, 
when the means of communication w ere as 
primitive as those of travel, the schedule of 
government was necessarily arranged oil a 
liberal time allowance. 
There was, to be 
sure, distrust of the plebiscite then such as 
L*r Harding has just voiced, but it should 
be remembered that the American experi­ 
ment was predicated 
upon 
confidence in 
the capacity of the people to govern them­ 
selves, not upon distrust of that capacity. 
So much for the historical. For the pres­ 
ent, the efforts of the 
president 
to push 
through legislation by the votes of holdover 
representatives who have been repudiated 
is a practical argument for abolishing the 
long delay as proposed by the progressive 
bloc. The founding fathers, it may be ven­ 
tured, would have opposed lame-duck gov­ 
ernment as vigorously as their descendants 
do- 


MUCH ADO ABOUT LITTLE. 


It is remarkable what a stir the private 
opinions of private 
Englishmen 
make in 
this country when these opinions are un­ 
complimentary to us. 
Kipling’s recent re­ 
marks were all the talk for at least a week, 
and now comes along the incident of John 
William Fortescue, English historian and li­ 
brarian of 
Windsor 
Castle. 
Despite his 
rather impressive title, Mr. Fortescue was 
totally unknown to the vast majority of 
Americans until they learned through the 
press dispatches the other day that he had 
spoken some harsh words about us. 
Now’ 
nearly everybody knows Fortescue and is 
frightfully worked up about him. 
Though Mr. Fortescue’s criticisms were 
made in 1911 and though he now* declares 
that the world war and better knowledge 
of America have caused him to revise his 
earlier estimate of us as a nation. Secretary 
Weeks probably did the proper thing in 
withdrawing the invitation which had been 
extended to this Englishman to deliver an 
address before the West Point cadets. 
It 
seems rather a pity, though, that the with­ 
drawal w as accompanied by such a blare of 
trumpets, because each incident of this sort 
tends to weaken, perhaps, to a greater ex­ 
tent than is generally recognized, the bonds 
of Anglo-American friendship. 
This is due to our habit of taking too 
seriously utterances like those of the Wind­ 
sor librarian. 
Just as hard things are said 
and printed about the British by private in­ 
dividuals in America, but the British do not 
get angry about them. 
Herein they show a 
rather more intelligent sense of proportion 
than we do, and it would be a good thing 
it* we would cultivate the same habit.

The tragedy occurred an an exhibi­ 
tion of painings and the assassin was 
an artist, otto Niewadomski, long re 
garded by his associates as mentally 
deranged. 
The president had just concluded 
a brief address and accompanied by 
his aide-decamp and two of the mem­ 
bers of his cabinet, was entering the 
first hall of the exhibition to view 
the painting when Niewadomski join­ 
ed the throng eagerly pressing about 
the chief executive to shake his hand. 
Instead of stopping in front of M, 
Narutowitcz the assassin circled the 
crowd to a position in the rear. Then 
wending his way so close to his vic­ 
tim that there was no chance of mis­ 
sing he drew a revolver and fired 
three times, all the bullets piercing 
the president’s back. 
M. Narutowitcz, terribly wounded, 
collapsed to the floor cmd died with­ 
in a few' moments. 
The slayer as 
soon as his deed was done turned for 
flight, but was immediately bourne 
down by the 
infuriated 
who kicked and beat him unmerciful­ 
ly, 
He was rescued with difficulty 
by the police and taken to the police 
station

Byrnes declar­

Counties that have

for const met ion of roads, <aken into 
the state system, 
since 
November, 
1921 must be reimbursed In money. 
“It can readily be seen that in all 
cases where a county or other civil 
sub-division let a contract after No­ 
vember 4, 1921, the date the 1921 act 
became effective, and expended 
its 
own funds under the supervision of 
the state highway department, that 
such county 
or 
civil 
sub-division, 
must be reimbursed by the state high 
way commission in money, to the ex­

conclusion, published in “Scientific 
American,” assumes increased in 
terest in the light of recent gland 
theories of rejuvenation. 
“The reason we do not actually 
live forever,” saj’s a writer in the 
Scientific American, “is that the 
organs which compose the com 
plex human mechanism are inter 
dependent, and failure in one, even 
a minor organ, induces failure in 
others.

NEW YORK, December 
22.—Of- 
th© more than 15,000 persons 
who 
committed suicide in 
this country 
last year, a great number than ever 
before sought to cast mystery over 
the mar.nqy of their going, declared 
Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, consult­ 
ing statistician 
of the 
Prudential 
Life Insurance Company of America, 
in an analysis of suicides 
in 1921, 
made public last night. 
Dr. Hommman’s report presented 
tables, based on statistics from nin- 
tv-five cities, to show that the sui­ 
cide rate per 100.00G had 
increased 
to 15.7 in 1921, as compared with 
12.4, in 1920. 
San Diego, Cal., set the high rec­ 
ord for 1921, with a suicide rate of 
48.7, San Francisco coming 
second 
with 37.S. 
Two cities in the list reported a 
zero suicide rate—Massillon, 
Ohio, 
and Newport, R. I. 
The analysis showed that men sui­ 
cides preferred the 
shooting 
and 
hanging routes, while 
the greatest 
percentage of women suicides elect­ 
ed poison and asphyxiation. Almost 
three times as many men as 
wo­ 
men ended their own lives.

1. The Occasion (vv. 13-15). One of 
the company requested Jesus to be 
umpire in a disputed estate. 
Two 
brothers were in trouble over an in­ 
heritance. Christ refused to enter the 
sphere of the civil law and warned 
against the spirit of avarice. Christ’s 
mission was preeminently spiritual. 
2. Enforcement of the Warning (vv. 
16-21). The parable of the rich man 
shows clearly that to be concerned 
with earthly riches while neglecting 
God is the height of folly. The Lord’s 
warning Is of great importance today; 
for many are seeking gold and forget­ 
ting God. 
Note (I) his Increase In 
goods (v. 16). His riches were rightly 
obtained, for the ground brought forth 
plentifully. 
This shows that a man 
may be rich because of the Lord’s 
blessing upon him. (2) His perplexity 
(v. 17). His land was producing more 
than his barns would hold. He did not 
want It to go<>9 waste. If he had pos­ 
sessed the right views of life and a 
tense of stewardship before God, he 
would have seen that his barns at least 
had enough for his personal needs and 
that he could have distributed his sur­ 
plus to the needy and for benevolent 
purposes. 
(3) The fatal choice (vv. 
18, 19). 
He chose to enlarge his 
barns and give up his life to ease and 
luxury. 
It ought to.be a delightful 
task for men whom God has made 
rich to devote their time and energy 
to the distribution of their possessions 
to benevolent purposes. 
(4) The aw­ 
ful indictment (vv. 20, 21). God calls 
him a fool.

The Certain Cure for Anxiety 
(vv. 32-34).................................................

TTnvlng’shown the folly of ll ie rich 
man who gained gold but lost God, He 
now urged the disciples to trust God 
and dismiss all anxious care. He as­ 
sured them that they need not be anx­ 
ious even for the necessities of life. 
Note: 
1. The Argument (vv. 22, 23). This 
Is summed up in one brief sentence: 
“The life is more than food, and the 
body is more than raiment.” The God 
who gave the life and made the hotly 
should he trusted to provide food and 
clothing. 
2. The Illustrations (vv. 24-28). (I) 
God’s care for the fowls (vv. 24-26). 
The ravens do not sow* nor reap—they 
have not storehouse or barn, yet they 
live, for God feeds them. If God does 
not forget the fowls, certainly He 
would do more for His children, 
(2) 
God’s care for the flowers of the field 
(vv. 27, 28). If God is so careful of 
those flowers which appear hut for a 
day, how much more will He clothe 
His children! 
3. The Exhortations (vv. 29-34). (I) ' 
Make not the getting of food and 
clothes your chief concern. Trust God 
to provide them. 
(2) Seek the king­ 
dom of God (v. 31). Those who make 
God’s kingdom first shall have all their 
needs supplied (Phil. 4:19). 
(3) Be 
not afraid (v. 32). God’s good pleas­ 
ure Is upon His own, and all good 
things will He give them. 
(4) Prac­ 
tice self-denial in order to be able to 
give gifts to those in need (vv. 33, 34). 
The doing of such deeds will tend to 
lift the thoughts upward to God—to 
trust Him.

Having warned the disciples against 
the acquisition of worldly goods while 
forgetting God, and shown them the 
needlessness of anxiety for food and 
clothes, He shows them the blessed­ 
ness of being in a state of readiness 
when the I>ord shall come. 
Convic­ 
tion as to the certainty of the Lord s 
coming is the sure cure for worldliness 
and anxious care. 
Tills attitude of 
heart He made clear by two parables— 
that of the returning of the Lord and 
that of the thief. The Lord will he so 
pleased with those who ere waiting 
for Him that He will take delight in 
sitting at the banquet with them, and 
even serve them. The parable of the 
thief shows that tho time of the Lord s 
coming is not known.
